In a conversation with Robert Cutler this morning on the 
telephone, I learned that the arrangement whereby I would prepare 
an article on the National Security Council for publication in the 
January issue of the Atlantic Monthly has become so well crystal- 
lized that it would be difficult to change it. This plan, as I 
believe I told you, has the approval of the President, subject to 
Bobby's O.K. of the scope and coverage of the proposed article; and 
Ted Weeks, the Atlantic Editor, knows of this through Bobby and me. 

Bobby and I agreed, however, to suggest to you that there 
is ample room in this general field for more than one article, and 

in this regard he makes the following points:

a. He will not be able, anyway, for some 
months to find time to prepare such 
an article. 


b. He will give it some thought, in the
